I st Full-length Comedy

• CUE AND CURTAIN'S flwt full- 
length ^xwnedy Iri three years seem- 
ed to he Just what the doctor ord- 
ered for a gloomy May wtek-end. 
If dark clouds had ears, they would 
have moved away quickly at the 
tremendous guffaws sounding frpm 
the theatre of the Western Presby- 
terian Church Thursday. Friday, 
and Saturday nights. The syn- 
thetic sunshine came from none 
other than George S. Kaufrnan and 
Moss Hart’s hit, "Yau Can't Take 
It With you." Cue. and Curtain’s 
last offering of the year. 

Under the direction of Floyd Lo- 
rang Sparks, the farce lost little of 
its original brilliance. The mad 
family of Sycamores, Vanderhofs, 
Kirbys. Kolenkhova, Wellingtons, 
and Romanovs with the attendant 
snakes, kitten*, fireworks, psychol- 
ogy games, romances, nights in Jail 
evoked such Joyoui response that 
It was hard to t#ll whether the 
cast or the audience enjoyed the 
show most. ■ 

At any rate, the 'actors acted as 
If they wanted ta go on- playing 
their -roles the rest of their lives 
instead of taking International I*aw 
examinations or writing term pa- 
pers; Mr. Sparks paced the play as 
If he held tlM worl^a hundred*yard 
dash record, and tha audience play- 
ed Ita part as it Utopia wert ac- 


tually outside the doors of the 
Western Presbyterian Church, 

Cast Uniformly Good 

The cast was uniformly good. 
Keith Adamson as Grandpa Vander- 
hof, Jayne Harrison as Penqy; and 
Marjorie Beall as Essie, who took 
the three leading character roles - 
and the meatiest roles. Incidentally 
— gave three of the finest perform- 
ances of the season. Elaine Berry 
and Allen L. Dewey played their 
romantic leads as If they meant 
every word they said. 

In smaller character roles, Rita 
La Com be, Robert Dearth, Dorothy 
Glogovac. Sidney Hay. Ann Black- 
istone. and Ernest Payne did excel- 
lent w'ork. Others In the cast in- 
cluded Clinton E. Braine. Jason 
Geiger, George Bishop, Patricia 
Hickman, Alexander Cunningham. 
Charles Carlson, James Bassford. 
and Dick Ballard, all of whom gave 
good performances in their more 
limiled roles. 

Farcical Setting 

The builders of the bright-green 
setting gave the play just the back- 
ground it needed for its farcical do- 
ings. and the back-stage crew amaz- 
ed everybody by doing all the light- 
ing. off-stage effects, and curtain 
pulling In about 'one -and one-half 
inches of space. Joan Giles, prop- 
ef'lies manager for the drama group, 
deserves a special niche fur secur- 
ing live kittens, live yes, llve-- 
snakcB. and the hundreds of other 
properties dentanded by the script. 

Nearly six hundred students, fac- 
ulty members, and Cue and Curtain 
friends attended the presentatibns.

• CUE AND CURTAIN has ended the most ambitious season in 
its history. When the last curtain went down on the George S. 

Kaufman-Moss Hart farce, “You Can't Take It With You,” Satur- 

w^h*Sgto! closed on a note of optimism and strength which the 

^ drama group has lacked for years. The story of Cue and Curtain 
during the 193&-40 season is the story of an activity which lifted 
itself by its own bootstraps. 

To recapitulate^, the dying struggle of Cue and Curtain up to 
February of 1939 is unnecessary. 

The story Is a familiar one to all 
Students interested in drama's wel- 
fare on the campus, .f^ven thougiv- 
there was a hardy attempt to res- 
cue the organization in February of . 

1939, the group approached this 
year, Its crisis ypar, with great un: 
certainty. The problems of equip- 
ment, flhances, a theatre, and de- 
structive poliUcs seemed to be over- 
whelming. 

Hiller Finds Theatre 

During the last summer. Produc- 
tion .Manager Frank Miller acOured 
the city for available theatres, and 
found the little theatre In the baae- 
ment of the Western Presbyterian 
Clhurch s^ultable for our nec^a. Its 
proximity to the campu.s and Its 
relatively Inexpensive rental were 
two important factors in Miller's 
decision. . ' 

The 193940 season began auspici- 
ously. First semester trjMTuls In Oc- 
tober brought 200 applicants. An 
announcement of the first annual 
one-act playwriting contest stirred 
•interest among ' hopeful playrighls, 
jind a decision to utilize student 
directors for one-aCt play produc- 
tions brought applicBtiont from 
would-be directors. 

On a severely limited budget, the 
production season was mapped out. 

Plays were scheduled in Novefnber, 

December, January, March* A-prll, 
and May. A banquet. Cue and Cur-< 
tain's flrst, was set for latr May. 

Before the season sfarted, all dates 
for productions wer« In the hands 
of the Student CouncIl Program Di- 
rector. . 

One-Aet Plays 

Three one-act plays marked Cue 
and Curtain’s premiere on October 
31st and November 1st, I remem- 
ber the hopeless febllng at the 
small opening night house. Not 
even the enthusiasm Indicated was 
sufficient to ease our fears; but a 
standlng-roorh-only crowd the sec- 
ond night did. We entered our lec- 
ond production of the season with 
a tittle more certainty. 

The second group of one-act plays 
were only fairly successful. The 
number of seats sold did not ex- 
ceed the sale for the flrst group, and 
It was our feeling that it was nec- 
essary to increase our audience as 
we went oh. 

It was the production of Thorn- 
ton Wilder’s "Our Town** that made

There was a de- 
mand for repeat of the 1938 Pul- 
itzer Prize play, and one week after 
the second semester began, 200 
more persons had an opportunity 
to see the New England drama. 
More Appileanta 

Second semester tryouts brought 
'out another hundred applicants, and 
the night after tryouts we went 
into production fbr the winners of 
our one-act playwritlnV contest. In 
addition to rehearaals for the orig- 
inal plays. Director Sparks, in col- 
laboration with Ken Romney, a for- 
mer Cue knd Curtain bigwig, was 
writing half-hour radio script to , 
serve as the campus group’s vehicle 
In the WJSV amateur radio contest. 
The radio play was given March 2nd 
in competition with 16 other ama- 
teur groups In the city. Results 
will not be known until later this 
month. 

The experiment of presenting 
original plays was highly successful 
from a financial viewpoint. The 
houses for both nights, March I3th 
and 14th, were oversold. From the 
artistic angle, however, the success 
was not so great. Part of this fail- 
ure was 4he plays themselves; an- 
other factor was the- Inability of a 
few of the actors to cooperate with 
the authors. Yet the ,experiment la 
a -worthy one and should develop 
with experience. The organization 
expects to continue the contest next 
year. 

In April, the winning ope-aci play 
In our own contest was presented 
in the district-wide One-Act Play 
tournament, but failed to place. 
This was reti'ogresslon. since the 
year before we had entered the 
finals. However, necessary cast 
change forty hours before presenta- 
tion and the theme of the play 
caused our elimination. 

Firat Comedy 

May brought our first comedy In 
three years. It was the Pulitzer 
Prize Play of 1937, and the name, 
of course, was "You CJan't Take It 
With You.” Its presentation was a 
fitting climax for the season. The 
season ended with a call .for extra 
seats to accommodate an overflow 
audience. 

We have every reason 1o feel 
proud of our record this yegr. The 
schedule wa« heavy, the o«Ms 
against our lucceaa great. Yet we 
AaaCM^.-A<A year sritb an aUve, 
hopdftiT orgiiAi^dn with revofni- 
tk>n Inside and outside of our Uni- 
versity, With a point system for 
membership In effect this year, the 
bugaboo of politics which wrecked 
the organization previously can be 
kept at a minimum. With the 
plaudits we have received, we can 
expect more money from the Stu- 
dent Council. With the spirit In 
the organization Itself, we eSn hope 
for'closer cooperation. —

Each delegate was 
advised to receive from her organization authority to work ^th 
the group upon a calendar program, in which women cooperatively 
would endeavor to work out a calendar of activities. The idea b^ 
hind this move was not to Infringe- upon the responsibility of the 
Program Director of the Student Council, but rather to assist him 
in his task. Under the proposition, ail women’s activities will sub- 
mit their plans for a certain period of time, and these will be ad- 
justed toward a well-balanced, non-conflicting program. All activ- 
ities will thus have Increased support, and all will of necessity be' 
planned ahead of time (the plague of any executive officer of an 
organization). 

The control by the Cooperative Council, however, will probably 
be more than haphazard, although the only sanction against an 
uncooperative group will be the same medicine, which should be 
enough to bring it Into line. That is the eventual plan, at least. 

With a successful May Day behind it, then, W. S. G. A. may 
now answer the question: "What do you do?"

Soilless growth of plants was the 
topic of the dlj''Usslon led by Prof. 
L. Edwin Yocum at the meeting 
of the Botanical Seminar last Thurs- 
day. 

This practice which Is much older 
than most people would believe, 
shows that many plants could grow 
in ordinary water In absence of 
soil. They would get their nutri- 
ment from the impurities which are 
dissolved in most water, but of 
course (hey would not be up to 
the capacity attainable by growing 
In soil. 

The advantage of water culture 
In studying the physiology of plants 
Is that an element can be omitted 
from (he solution and the effect 
of this omission can be watched. 
With any one essential element 
missing, Dr. Yoc\im points . out a 
plant cannot make use of the oth- 
ers. Thus each of the elements 
that are considered necessary can 
be omitted singly and the opti- 
mum essential requirement for 
growth kKertalned.

^sldes the addition of the Eng- 
lijp writing laboratory for instruc- 
tjn and aid to students deficient In 
English composition and writing, 
to the strictly required course^ of 
English to all junior college stu- 
dents. the practice has been estab- 
lUhed of teaching students In small- 
er groups, where more Individual 
attention la given each student. 
Curriculum Development 

The curriculum of the Junior <^l- 
lege, greatly developed since 1930, is 
planned to offer all students the op- 
portunity to acquire a broad general 
knowledge and to develop a logical 
and critical habit of mind as a basis 
for intelligent action. 

Dea,n Johnstone, concurring with 
the report of the Curriculum Com- 
mittee. lists the aims of develop- 
ment of the curriculum as follows: 

1. Interest In the basic fields of 
knowledge. 

2. Understanding of the relation- 
ships aipong these fields. 

3. AbIHty to read intelligently and 
to write and apeak e^ectively. 

4 . Capacity to observe, interpret. 
an4 evaluate facts and opinions, and 
toTeason about them. 

Articulated on the one hand with 
the itigh school, and on the other 
with Ciolumbian College to serve the 
purpose of a liberal education, the 
junior College assurea the students 
the opportunity to develop wide In- 
terests in many aubjeclt— interests 
whiah may be continued in the 
junior and senior years along with 
the major program.

sixty percent of all calla are In* 
ter-ofllee connections. It Ls claimed. 
In the last twelve years there have 
been not more than two occasions 
for emergency calls, both of which 
were relatively unlmporttnt. When 
there are no operators on duty dur- 
ing the night certain phones are 
connected directly for emergency 
needs. Such strategic places as labs 
and other places where accidents or 
fire might occur are protected in 
this manner. 

Dial System This Summer 

During the summer its planned 
to install a dial system for all the 
University phones so Inter-olfice 
calls will be accomplished autbmatl- 
cally or with a minimum of effort. 
4 will be necessary to maintain the 
operators, however. 

In praiae of the high efficiency of 
the present staff of operators. Mr. 
Merry stated that the ordinary an- 
swering time for telephone opera- 
tors Is approximately 30 seconds, 
while the operators here have con- 
slitently averaged aomewhere near 
17 seconds. 

• When the operators were asked Jf 
they had experienced trouble with 
'►•‘wrong numbers", they scoffed at 
the idea so emphatically as to sug- 
gest thst such things are unknown 
at the University.
